Dear Mr. Carter: 

This is a second response to your request dated May 20, 201 1, under the Freedom of 
Information Act seeking access to all documents relating to liquor et., al. from January 1, 2008 to 
the present, any document regarding FTC's response and/or compliance with FOIA 2007-00067 
and FOIA 2008-00124, from January 1, 2008 to present documents related to communications 
with other agencies and/or governments, travel schedules and expense forms related to alcohol. 
In accordance with the FOIA and agency policy, wc have searched our records, as of May 20, 
201 1, the date we received your request in our FOIA office. 

We have reviewed 698 pages of responsive records, I am granting partial access to and 
am enclosing copies of, the accessible records. We anticipate providing additional responsive 
documents within the next few weeks. Three hundred and sixty-eight pages, and portions of other 
pages, fall within the exemptions to the FOIA's disclosure requirements, as explained below. 

Some responsive records contain staff analyses, opinions, and recommendations. Those 
portions are deliberative and pre-decisional and are an integral part of the agency's decision 
making process. They are exempt from the FOIA's disclosure requirements by FOIA Exemption 
5.5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(5); see NLRB v. Sears, Roebuck & Co., 421 U.S. 132 (1975). 

Based on the fee provisions of the FOIA, 5 U.S.C. § 552(a)(4)(A), and the Commission's 
Rules of Practice, 16 CFR § 4.8 et seq., as amended, I am also enclosing an invoice for the 
charges we incurred for this partial response to your request. Failure to pay this bill promptly 
will result in our refusal to provide copies of accessible documents in response to future requests. 
If not paid within 30 days, this bill will accrue interest penalties as provided by Federal Claims 
Collection Standards, 31 C.F.R. § 900-904, as amended.
